PENSION BUREAU FRAUDS. 

A clerk in the pension bureau named J. J. 
Alley, and a pension agent named J. C, 
Aelimet, were arrested to-day charged with 
defrauding applicants for pensions ~y repre- 
senting to them that they could hasten action 
on their applications, and secure them pen- 
sions, having peculiar and exceptional facili- 
ties for so doing. Several other pension 
clerks are under suspicion of being engaged 
in the same conspiracy. The sufferers by 
these frauds were pension applicants alone. 
No loss bras fallen upon the government for 
the services which these men claimed to be 
able torender. Their victims paid the round 
fees. 

MONEY AND BUSINESS,

The treasury paid out vesterday and to-day

~The commissioner of internal revenue has 
issued a circular, as follows: In view of the 
fact that there was no specific appropriation 
made‘ by congress at its last session to meet 
the expense of cancellation, and return, after 
redemption, of. stamps imprinted upon 
checks, drafts, stamps, it be- 
comes necessary to inform the pub- 
lic that such: drafts, checks and 
stamps will not be received for cancellation 
and return aiter redemption after the 3ist day 
of July instant. All stamps imprinted upon 
drafts, checks, ete., received for redemption 
aiter that date, if redeemed will be destroyed, 
together with the drafts or checks.

Admiral Nichols, acting secretary of the 
navy, has received from the Norfoik navy 
yard charges and counter charges growing 
out of the recent arrest of Commander Mce- 
Glensey, by Commodore Maro. The principa! 
charges preferred by Commender McGlensey 
allege that the commodore has. been 
making’ false muster ros. Commodore 
Mayo replies With a charge against Commo- 
dore McGlensey of disrespectful and insubor- 
.dinate conduct in refusing to give up certain 
papers. Tiie point at issne appears to be the 
character of the papers, whether personal or 
Official, referred to by ee ae ae M 1VO, and 
upon this question the officials atthe navy 
department refuse to express an opinion. 
This afternoon the acting secretary «of the 
navy appointed the following named officers

Whisky the Great Drawbock to Thelz Progress ae 2 
; Race. 

Caicaco, July 10.—The Right Rev. § W 
Beckwith, the Episcopal bishop of Georgia, 
preached here Sunday. After the sermon a 
reporter had a talk with him in regard to the 
progress of the negroes in the south in a reli- 
gious and general way. ‘“The greatest draw- 
back,”’ said Bishop Beckwith, ‘is to be found 
upon the rice plantations. There the 
negroes are the most wild, and there 
they are less susceptible to the civilizing in- 
fluence of the white s. The trouble there is 
the grog shops. Atevery cross-roads where 
there isa plantation you wiil seea little 
shanty where whisky is dispensed. There the 
negroes who wor<x hard forsix days will 
spend ail teeir week’s earnings for liquor. 
‘There they congregate all day Sunday, and it 
-demoralizes them. As far as that is con-

At the next general con- 
vention, to be held in October, something 
will be done in this direction, The last of 
this month there will be a conference of 
southern Episcopal bishops at the Suwanee 
university, in Tennessee, to consider the bes! 
methods‘to further the church among the 
negroes; I have in my diocese three or 
more negro church schools, two missions and 
one parish; but my theory is that there is not 
so much to be done through the parishes as 
in the schools. There we can get the young 
and educate them, and get them divorced 
from the superstitious of the plantations,”

A Partial Quarantine Declared by the Governor of

W asninGror,July 10.—The surgeon-genera!

eda telegrom from Dr.Jeseph Jones, president 
of the board of health of New Orleans, as fol- 
lows: ‘The Swedish bark ‘‘Bernia” arrived 
nine days out, from Vera Cruz on the eighth, 
at the Mississippi quarantine station with 
three cases of yellow fever. The bark was 
not bound for New Orleans, but in distress. 
The surgeon general is also informed that the 
steamship City of Mexico left Havana on the 
7th inst., tor New York with supposed cases 
of yellow fever on board. 

Jackson, Miss., July 10.—The following or- 
der will be issuedao-morrow by the Mississip- 
pi state board of health. It is hereby order- 
ed that on and after this date, and unti! fur 
ther orders, all boats on the Mississippi river 
coming from points south of this state will 
be required to land at the inspection station 
at Fort Adams, and be in- 
spected > before they will be al- 
lowed to land at any point in 
this state.

ALEXANDRIA, Juiy 10 —At Mansurah yes- 
terday, there were eighty-seven deaths trom 
cholera, At Samanoud seven deaths, and at 
Shirben two deaths. -Fifty Europeans have 
died at Damietta from cholera sirce the out- 
break of the disease there At Damietta to 
day forty-nine deaths occurred from cholera, 
and at Mansurah 101. Atthe latter place a 
number of Greeks forcec the cordon sur- 
rounding the town and escaped.

The Funeral Kitesof the Last Archbishep Named by 
Gregory XVI. 

CINCINNATI, July 10.—Tne body of the late 
Archbishop Purcell was removed to the ca- 
thedral, where it was placed in a dais at the 
altar end of the centre aisle, reclining at such 
angle and at such a height as to be evnspicu 
ous from all parts of the auditorkiam. The 
altar and columns were all draped in black. 
Tnere was a large candelbraon each side of 
the late archbishop’s head, bearing lighted 
candies. Four Catholic knights in full uni- 
form stand as guards over the remains ‘The 
people in double file ascend to the duis, sepa- 
rate and pass on either side, and depart by the 
side aisles. To-night while the priests were 
chanting the oflices for the dead, steady 
stream ©f people was passing by and 
viewingahe dead body. The funeral will 
take place this forenoon, at 9 a.m., and the 
burial afterwards, at St. Martin’s convent. A 
special train wil! be provided by Cincinnati, 
Washington and Baltimore railroad. Among 
those who will be present are Archbishops 
Williams, of Beston; Corrigan, of New York; 
Gibbons, of Baltimore; Feehan, of Chicago; 
Bishops Rhein, of St. Louis; Curry, of Alba- 
ny; Baltes, of Alton;, Fitzgerald, of Little 
Rock; G’Conner, of Qmaha; Gallagher, of 
Venver; Gilmour, of Cleveland; Toebbe, of 
Covington; Chutara, of Vincennes; Water- 
son, of Columbus, and Reidema, of Nashvilie.

grassy districts the plants are still small but 
healthy, and making great progress with re- 
cent cultivation. The only complaint ef 
dronth comes from central and southwestern 
Texas, from the Colorado to the Guadaloupe 
rivers. A few counties insouth Californiaand 
Georgia report the present need of rain. The 
recent distribution of moisture has been quite 
unequal. Adams county, Mississippi,has had 
showers daily for five weeks, and Pike county 
from six to eight weeks. “he general average 
of the condition has advanced from 3&6 to 90, 
Last July there wasan imprevement of three 
points from 89to 92. The returnsof July 
since 1870 have indicated a higher condition 
than in June, except 1871, 1875 and 1879 The 
spring weather was too variable in tempera- 
ture and moisture, as it usually has been in 
former vears, for the highest condition of the 
plant. The only retrograde is reported for 
Arkansas, where a loss of three points is made 
from excessive rain, cool nights and injuries 
from chinch bugs, red ants and rust. 

There is promise of improvement :during 
July. <A gain of ten points has been made in 
the northern zone of North Carolina and Ten 
nessee: seven in Georgta, six in South Caro- 
lina, four in Texas, three in Mississippi, two 
in Virginia and one in Florida. Alabama and 
Louisiana stand asin June. The July state 
averages are as follows: Virginia 83, North 
Carolina 91, South Carolina 91, Georgia 93 
Florida 95 Alabama 87, Mississippi 88, Louis- 
iana 91, Texas 95, Arkansas 84, Tennessee 838. 
Worms have wrought little injury as yet. The 
caterpillar has appeared ata iew points from 
South Carolina to Texas. In Butler county, 
Alabama, a second brood of worms appeared 
June 20. The boll worm is at work in Denton 
county, Texas. Picking will commence in 
southwest Texas about the 2oth of Jaly. 

THE CEREALS. 

There bas been some improvement in win- 
ter wheat in Connecticu!, New York, Vir 
ginia, South Carolina, Texes Ohio, Michigan, 
Indiana, Illinois, Misscuri, Kansas and Ca!i- 
fornia, which adyances the general average 
of cundition from 75 to 79. Spring wheat 
averages have advanced from 98 to 100.. The 
indications of July point toa winter wheat 
crop of fully three hundred million bushels, 
and a product of about one hundred and 
twenty-five miilions of spring wheat. The 
area of the corn crop has been increased about 
2,000,000 acres, muking the aggregate 68,000. - 
000 acres. There bas been some extension of 
area in nearly every state. ‘The proportion 
of increase is large in the northwest and 
southwest. On the coast from Virginia tothe 
Mississippi the advance has been small. In 
some places. a reduction of prices from 
the enlargement of the supply 
last year had a discouraging 
effect. There has been too much rain in the 
great western maize districts, and the failure 
of stands from-planting poor seed making the 
crop late, the growth small, but an improve- 
ment has of late been rapid. Takin, all the 
states together the average for corn is &8 
against 85 last July, 901n 1881, and 100 in 
1880. The average of the principle States are 
aS follows’. New York, 84; Pennsylvania, 89; 
Ohio, 83; Michigan, 73; Indiana, 90; Illinois, 
82. JTowusu, 80: Missouri, 82, Kansas. 98: 
Nebraska, 87; Dakota, 78. In the south the 
aver ges range from 9% in “Tennessee, 
to 103 in Louisiana. The prospects for oats 
is nearly as good asin July of last year, the 
average being 99 against 103. The condition 
of barley 1s represented by 7, last-Jaly 96. 
The average in New York is 102, in Penn- 
sylvania 91, Wisconsir 102, California 99 
Tuere has been an increase of about-+five per 
cent in area planted in northern potatoes. 
‘They are reported in high condition,averaging 
101. The area of tobacco appears +o ‘have 
been diminished seven per cent; condition 
Jo. 

Specialagents of the land office recently 
sent west to investigate the alleged fraudu- 
lenc entries ot public lands have made re- 
ports upon which entries of 56,000 acres of 
land were cancelled, and the land restered to 
the public domain.

Newport, &. I., July 10.—In grim Decem 
ber last a fashionable wedding toek place in 
this city. The bride was Miss Sallie Whiting, 
of New York, a granddaughter of the late 
Judge Swan, of Onio. The bridegroom was a 
young and handsome lad, who had just re- 
signed fromthe navy. His name was Oliver 
Hazard Perry Belmont,son of August#elmont, 
the New York banker He was also a vrand- 
son of Commodore Mathew Calbraith Perry 
who negotiated the treaty between this coun- 
try and Japan many years ago, and he was 
named in honerof his uncle.,Com modere Oliver 
Hazard Perry, the hero of the battle .of Lake 
Erie and the author of those memorable 
words, ‘“‘We have met the enemy and 
they are ours,” and in whose memory a life- 
size statue is to be erected here. The statue 
of his grandfather now adorns Touro park, 
through the generosity of his mother, Mrs. 
Belmont. 

Guests came from nearly all the leading 
cities to attend the wedding. The presents 
were costly and the congratulations hearty. 
Mrs. Whiting, the mother of the bride. de- 
sired that the wedding should occur at ‘‘Swan- 
burst,’’ asit had been the home of her honored 
fatber, and so delayed her return to her New 
York home until win'er, in order to celebrate 
the apparently happy event. 

The newly-married couple, followed by 
Mrs. Whiting and her two unmarried daugh- 
ters, soon sailed fur Europe. after eae few 
short weeks the bridegrSom, it is said, gave 
his wife and her family a good deal of trou- 
ble, and he mysteriously left their aparc 
ments and often staved from home for 
weeks at a time. What took place will 
deubtiess be told in court.

ENGLISH POLITICS, 

Lonpon, July 10 —The report of the com- 
mittee of the iouse of lords,which has had the 
Irish land act under consideration, hus been 
submitted to the house.

THE TRIAS. OF HUNGARIAN JEWS, 

Lonpon, July 10. [twas announced yester 
day, at the trial at Myreghhaza, Hungary, of 
the Jews charged with murdering a Christian 
girl, that the coachman, who was an impor- 
tunt witness for the defense, had committed 
suicide: The mother of the girl, Julia Vamosi, 
swore that ber daughter’s statement that she 
spoke to Ksther Salomossy, the gir supposed 
‘Oo have been murdered, after the time it is 
alleged the murder occurred, was false, and 
wis made because si:e had been offered a 
bribe by the Jews. The girl was produced in 
court. She had evidentiy been ill-treated, 
and appeared to be crippled. Counsel for the 
defense declared that 1t was evident that any- 
thing the girl might now testify to would be 
under fear of her parents. He obtained an 
order from the court for a medical examina- 
sion of the girl. 

CONFEDERATE SECURITIES, 

Lonpon, July 10 —The circular of the con- 
federate bondholders says: ‘‘It is believed 
that the south is gradually awakening to thie 
importance of arranging the debt on the 
ground that a restoration of credit is impera- 
tive preliminary to the development of their 
vast resources.’’ The truth is_ that 
the speculators concerned in 
this movement hope to interest 
prominent southern statesmen in the plan for 
the purchase and eancellation of thesbonds at 
arate giving large pvrotit. They affect to ig- 
nore the fourteenth amendment, the impun- 
ty with which forged bonds have been circu- 
lated, and the fact that the states in question 
are mostly in defau't of their valid obdliga- 
tions and will not be anxious to pay such as 
are expressly barred by statute. 

THE FOOT AND MOUTH DISEASE, 

Lonpon, July 10.—In the house of com- 
mons to-night, Henry Chaplin, conservative, 
member from Mid Lincolnshire, moved that 
in view of the prevalence of the foot and 
mouth disease the importation of live cattle 
should notin the future be permitted from 
countries whose preventive laws, or the sani- 
tary condition of whose cattle did not afford 
reasonable security against the ex- 
tension of the disease. He arzued 
that the disease did not prevail in 
Scandinavia and Britisb North America, and 
that these countries aflorded a large supply. 
rhe motion hesaid wouid interfere with only 
4 per cent of the total meat supply. The loss 
ot cattle by disease hadin afew yearsamount- 
ed to millions. One of the best means of en- 
suring the meat supply was to encourage 
home production. Great Britian could not 
long rely upon America for meat. 
as the rapid increase of the  laiter’s 
population was causing the exportable sur- 
plus to become less daily. Mr. Mundella, 
meniber for Sheffield, opposed the motion. 
He said one sixth of the cattle and meat ship- 
ped to Great Britain was foreign. The adop- 
tion ofthe motion would cause enormons 
loss to the consumer. Rg Dodson, 
member for Scarborough, said the 
motion meant the absolute prohibition 
of the importation of live jtock. The gov- 
erument was unable to agree thereto, but 
would assent to the appointment of a selec’ 
committee to inquire into the question of 
the foot and mouth disease. An amendment 
in favor of such select committee was, how- 
ever, negatived, and Mr. Chaplin’s motion 
Was subsequently carried by a vote of 200

Having 
been given the alternative of being turned 
unprotected into the streets or a passage to 
London and thence to some colony in the 
eastern hemisphere, he accepted the latter. 
His family had already gone to London sepa- 
rately in order to avoid suspicion. 

New York, July 10.—Bridget Reilly, widow 
with six children, applied to the commissivn- 
ers of emigration to-day for pessage back to 
Ireland. She had been ‘‘assisted”’ to emigrate 
to Canada, where she wandered about for sey- 
eral weeks, finally drifting to this city. She 
was sent to the state board of charities. 

AFFAIRS IN FRANCE, 

Paris, July 10.—M. Acbard bas introduced 
a bill in the chamber of deputies, authorizing 
the taking of soundings for piers for a rail 
way bridge from Cape Grisnez, on the French 
coast across the strait of Dover to Folkestone, 
in England. 

In the chamber of deputies to-day, M. Chal- 
lemel Lacour, minister of foreign affairs, re- 
plying to questions, said the French force in 
Tonquin was sufficient for any opposition it 
was likely to encounter. In the event of un 
expected difficulties during the parliamen- 
tary recess, the government would im ne- 
diateiv convoke the chambers. M. Challemel 
Lacour continued: “It isnow evident that 
Tuduc is France’s enemy. There isno longer 
any. question of negotiation with him. France 
must now resort to fighting. 
M. Haimand, French civil commissioner 
in longuin,will recommence treating as soon 
as possible after the opposition to France has 
been subdued. France will occupy only the 
Tonquin delta. She hasno intention of con- 
quering Annam. The reports of Chinese ag- 
gression are unfounded. I anpable to siate 
that pacific relations will be mainfained with 
China. France's policy is to ensure respect fi r 
her treaties. China at first objected to the 
occupation of Tonquin, but afier 
the Hanoi affair she recogniz @ 
France’s right to chastise Taduc. M ryus 
Tseng, the Chinese ambassador, did not deny 
the possibility of an understanding between 
France and China. In the last interview ve- 
tween M. Tricou, French ambassador at 
Shanghai, and L. Hung Chang, Chinese com- 
mander, the latter adopted a conciliatory at- 
tituude. Li Hung Chang left Shanghai on 
July 4 for Tientsin. But China’s objection 
will not stop the course of France,wholis pow- 
erful enough to execute her projects in regard 
to Tonquin without waging war with China. 
France demands ot China not to embarrass 
her actions. She proposes subsequently to 
conclude the convention with China with a 
view of insuring respect for their respective 
frontiers. If China, contrary to indications, 
should follow disastrous advice, the chamber 
will not hesitate energetically to defend the 
interestsof the country. Paul de Cassagnac 
made a violent attack upon the government, 
He called Prime Minister Ferry the worst of 
cowards anda liar. Cassagnac was censured 
for his language, and was ordered to be ex- 
cluded from the house for a fortnight. An 
order of the day, expressing confidence in the 
firm and prudent policy of the governmen! , 
was adopted, by a vote of 371 to 82. 

SPANISH POLITICS,

GERMANY AND THE VATICAN,

specie of 6,551,000 marks, 

lt is stated that Bishop Kupp,of Tulda, has. 
veen designated for archbishop of Posen. It 
is doubtful whether, Cardinal Ledochowsi 
will consent to resizn the archbishopric. It 
is stated on good authority that the North 
(rerman Gazette’s recent article on the rela- 
tions between Prussia and the vatican was 
prompted bv late reports from Herr Von 
Sch oeser, Prussian representative at the vati- 
can, who is expecied here toward the end of 
this month. The feeling here against the 
vatican is so strong that the possibility of a 
rupture of relations is being considered. 

THE SAN DOMINGO DEBT.
